AN IMMENSE RIVER. 

The river system of the Plata, or 
of the Rio de la Plata, is one of 
the most wpnderful iu the world. 
The volume of the stream is great¬ 
er thn that of the Mississippi. It 
is surpassed only by the Amazmi. 
It drains a basin of more than half 
as big as the whole United States, 
and one which in fertility of soil 
aud salubrity of climate is only 
surpassed by the basin of the Mis¬ 
sissippi, and it is a queston wheth¬ 
er it has not more cultivated terri¬ 
tory. Upon it tens of millions of 
shfep and cattle are pastured, and 
its wheat fields compote with oufs 
in the markete of Europe. It has 
the most extensive plains of the 
glot>e, mid it is a vast expanse of 
fairly good land. 

It is a white man’s country. The 
basin of the Amazon iB tropical 
and malarious. That of the Plate 
is largely in the temperate zone. 
Its northern parts are like Louis¬ 
iana or Florida, and in the south 
the summer climate is as temper¬ 
ate as that of our Middle States. 

It is the Mississippi basin re- 
vereeij. the source of its rivers be¬ 
ing iu the hot eounfty whore there 
are coffee and sugar lands and rub¬ 
ber trees, and its mouth In the 
rather cool luuds of Uruguay mid 
the Argentine, noted for their 
fields of wheat ami corn. 

The vast basin is formed in the 
shape of a great horseshoe, with 
the opening toward the Alautic, 
the Andes and the strip of high¬ 
lands which crosses Brazil form the 
back and upper rim of the shoe, 
while the slightly sloping plains of 
Putagotpa bound it on the sogth.
